Gentlemen: 


During the past year all exploration and development work 
carried out by your Company was confined to the Bearhaven concession, 
located in County Cork, Ireland, and held by your wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary, Emerald Isle Mining Company Limited. 


The work carried out consisted of surface mapping in the 
vicinity of the Mountain, Caminches, Commonmoor and Great Mountain 
veins as well as underground development and exploration in the Mount- 
ain Mine. The underground development consisted of extending the No. 2 
Cross-cut to a point 413 feet north of the 1350 East drift, drifting 
west of the old skip shaft for 100 feet on the 1350-foot level, drift-_ 
ing north and west on the North-South and new East-West orebodies on 
the 1200-foot level, rehabilitating the East drift on the 800-foot 
level and cross-cutting 100 feet to the north and rehabilitating the 
East drift on the 400-foot level, and cross-cutting 100 feet to the 
North. This amounted to 914 feet of lateral work carried out during 
the year. . 


A total of 22,114 feet of diamond drilling was completed, 
using three underground drills. This drilling was carried out from 
the 1350, 1200, 800 and 400-foot levels. It was directed mainly to 
blocking out ore in the four known ore zones in the Mountain Mine, 
namely, the Main East-West, the New East-West, the North-South and 
No. 2 East-West zones. In addition, diamond drilling was started from 
the 400 and 800-foot levels to probe the Commanmoor zone, an East-West 
structure located 500 feet north of the Mountain Mine. 


Diamond Drilling to the end of 1960 indicated approximately 
one and one half million tons of ore grading !.81% copper in the North 
South lode and 450,000 tons grading |.78%.in the main East-West lode, 
with an additional 450,000 tons of marginal ore. These ore reserves 
are calculated down to approximately the 2100-foot horizon. 


During the year, three Broomwade air compressors, with a 
total output of |,000 cubic feet of air were purchased and replaced 
two old compressors with a total output of 500 cubic feet of air. 


The total mine and surface labour force varied from forty 
to fifty men. A warehouse and machine shop were constructed and con- 
siderable improvements made to the dry and bunkhouse facilities. 


lt is now planned to carry out @ much more extensive under- 
ground exptoration programme as wel! as to explore some of the other 
known copper occurrences in the immediate Allihies area. This programme 
will require from 800 to 1,000 feet of jateral work and from 25,000 to 
40,000 feet of underground diamond drilling. In addition, it is planned 
to employ two diamond drills on surface under contract. These surface 
drills will be used to drill the Dooneen, Commonmoor and Great Mountain 
todes. Some improvements will have to be made on the Man Engine shaft 
to increase its present capacity from 60 tons of muck per day to 100 
tons per day in order to speed the underground development work. 


The underground diamond drilling programme to be carried out 
in the Mountain Mine will be directed to probing the North-South and 
main East-West orebodies to at least the 2500-foot horizon. Additional 
drilling is planned to follow the Commonmoor zone along strike and be- 
low the 400-foot level as-well as further drilling of the No. 2 Easte 
West zone on the 1350-foot level. At least one 1500 to 2000-foot 
Flat hole will be drilled to the South-East on the [350-foot level to 
probe the Caminches vein below the present workings. which are reported 
to be 910 feet deep. 


It is planned to start this work as soon as possible and 
$125,000 should be made available to inaugurate the-programme.

Summary and kKecoomenda tions 


In February 1964 an exploratory program vas initiated by Jen-Erin Mines 

on its copper prospect located at Allihies, Co. Cark, Ireland. The 

firet, pheec of thie program, recently comloted, included geochemical 

and geophysicel teet work over ebout two square milee of the mow, potent lal 
pert of the ground. 


The detailed Induced Potential geophysical work bme indicated aine 

ancumalous areas, some of which have merit with respect to xnown geological 
etructuree and geochemloml indicaters, and 1¢ is felt thet at least several 
of the @ereas warremt further lovestiyetion by diamond drilling. It is 
recommended that initially 2500 fee. of drilling be alloumted for the primary 
teat with availabiilivy for an additional two or three thoveand feet, if 
warranted. 


All anomalous areas ehould be investipated in detail geologically before 
selection of dril) sites and where possible, additional mepping and/or 
Soll sampling should be daitisted. hie preliminary drill preparntion 
would require four to six weeks end cost about $2,000. Drilling casts 
can be approximated at $5.00 per foot. 


Resume of Pust Kploration 


The Allihies copper area produced several miliion tome of eapper ore during 
the last century - thia production camming frou four mines wolch were worked 
te depths of 600 to 1,500 feet. In 1956, Can-brin obtained prospecting 
rights over the area and concentrated explorsetion efforts milaly in testing 
the depth potential below the previously vorked partion of the Mt. Mine, 
which was 1,400 feet. Several shallow drill teats were carried out over 
and around the other old aipe areas, but did not preduse econamic or cun- 
cloaive results. Toe depth exploratory test at the Mt. Mine indicated 
1,664,000 tons of cupper ore grading 1.74%. 


In October 1961, active exploration at Allibies was discontinued py 

Can-Erin because of lack of funds and an appraisal waa wade of the situation. 
It wee concluded that cout to develop and activate. the old minea with the 
Limttcd amount of ore indicated wae prohibitive; that surface drill tests 
to below the old Caminahes rai Koallogue would be very costly and probably 
inconclusive. 


Hence, the recenthy activated axploration program, financed and directed 
by Denisan Mines Limited, ia a» endeavour to locate economic mineralized 
zones other than those previously known and/or partially mined, 


Suemry of Location and Geology 


Allihies ia located on the osntral, weet cematal partion, of the Beara 
peningula, whieh jute inte the Atlantic on the scouth-wout coset of Trelend. 
The area ia socessible by good all-weather ruadis to the esapert tow of 
Castletownbere - ton ailes exst, and to the city of Cork, 90 milew enst, 
where ees, air and reid facilities exist. 


- Tae eouthwest comstal regions of Ireland ase composed of an 

ge of Devonian and Carboniferous ecdimentary rocks disturbed 
duriag the Armorican Oroegsaceais into e weries of echelon folds. The 
major anticlines fora vest-south-vest trending pronontorics emi the 
intervening eynclinea are represented by bays end inlets. There are 
local veriations to thia overall pattern arow Allihies. 


Kosentially the south-west part of the Beara peninsula is an «longated 
anticline striking northesst-southveot. The flanks of the anticline 

dip steeply into the oma on the north and south sides of the peninsuls. 
The core of the anticline contains a superinposed ayncline, which is about 
1.1/2 miles across. The Ballydonegis Slate Group at Allinies forms the 
core of this uplift. Also at Allihies minor folds are superimposed on 
the lanks of the @ain anticlinal and aynclinal structures. The whole 
locality has been wubjected to difrerential stressecs which huve resulted 
in many linecements, which may be classed as joints, fractures or faults. 


Copper bearing quartz veins bave been injected along tse developed Lines 

of weakness, however, dextral wrench fuults ami lotersectiiy, shear zones 
have been the loci for the moet wignificant mineralized injections of the 
hydrothe:mal quarts lodes. Mineralization consists of mminly chalcopyrite 
with subordinate smounts of bornite, tetranedrite and pyrite, which occure 
&y digseminations and coneentrated pols and lenses varyiug from a few [nches 
to over fifty feet in width. 


The Allibies area ie underlain by Devonian slates, sandstones and siltstones 
which way be divided inte two Lithological uniter the lower Ballydonegan 
Slates and the wyper Allinies Saudstom. The ballydonegan slates are 
cquposed of massive to lovually wel foliated purple-grey alates with minor 
wilty and sandy facies; tue Allihies Sdéndstune yrog containa coarse to 
fine grey-green samistonme with included silty purple alate. 


Current Geophysical and YGeochemioul Work

Frequency Magniphease Eleutrammgetic instrument. "The instrument 
was used in a horizontal coil configuration with a transmitler-receiven 
separation of 300 fee, Reading of the bigh (2b00cpa} frequency 
explitude and phage were recorded at @ station interval of 100 {eet 
and in anomalous @reas the station taterval was reduced to 50 feet.
